liament, two of its territorial clauses 
were to be executed in August. One of them 
provided for the return to Hungary of the 
city of Baja and the county of Baranya, which 
since 1918 has been occupied by Jugoslavia. 
The Magyar inhabitants of this region pro- 
tested against being incorporated in Horthy’s 
Hungary and organized an autonomous admin- 
istration under Jugoslav protection. They de- 
clared that they were eager to rejoin a demo- 
cratic Hungarian republic, but that they pre- 
ferred Jugoslav occupation to the White Terror 
of Horthy’s army. Their protests, however, 
though supported by the Jugoslav Government, 
were overruled, and on Aug. 22 Horthy’s troops 
entered the territory, the Jugoslav troops hav- 
ing left on the night before. Several thousand 
Hungarians opposed to the Horthy régime fled 
to Jugoslavie territory to escape persecution. 
The occasion was made a subject of national 
rejoicing, not only in the recovered province, 
but in Budapest, the capital of Hungary. The 
Pecs mining district had originally been handed 
over temporarily to the Jugoslav Government 
in order to insure the annual delivery for a 
period of five years of a given quantity of 
steam coal from the Pecs mines.

Seven-Hundred-Ton Gun Raised From Ocean Bed 
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REMARKABLE feat of engineering was accomplished by the Italian naval authorities when a huge yun turret formerly attached to 
the sunken dreadnought Leonardo da Vinci was raised from the bed of the sea near Olrante. The dreadnought was sunk by an explo- 
sion in August, 1916. She was of 22,380 tons, and too important a vessel to be retinquished without an efforl to salvage her. Soon 
after the war ended she was raised, righted and refloated, a work made the more difficult because in sinking she had turned turtle, burying 
her gun turrets in the mud. The five gun turrets had to be detached and left there for the time. When their turn came later it was found 
that no crane was able to lift such enormous weights. Lieut. Col. Odoardo Gianelli of the Italian Naval Engineers therefore devised and 
patented the requisite apparatus. A large circular caisson was lowered to and connected with a turret, the mud about it removed by 
dredging and then the caisson and attached turret were raised by compressed air. The process arid the recovered turret are shown in the
